Farm Mortgagors 
E 
ana 
lection. 
the Judicial 


One of the most active elements in the 


present judicial election is the farm mort-. 
gage interest. Judge Knowlton is regarded 
as the especial representative and the can- 
didate of that interest. 
Bnt it may well be 


questioned .whether, , by entering our politi- 
cal and judicial contests, as an organised 
body, and sacrificing every other considera- 
tion to this one interest, the farm mortga- 
gors would pursue the course best calcula- 
ted to ultimately benefit them. 
Many men 


who earnestly wish that some equitable and 
effective plan1 of relief should be devised, 
and we are amsng them, are giving their 
support to Judge Cole from honest convic- 
tions of hia superior fitness for the supreme 
bench, and withoutreference to his opinions 
upon an isolated case once decided by him. 


The following article from the Mil- 


waukee Free Democrat presents some sug- 
gestions in that evidently kind spirit which 
commend them to careful attention : • - - • 


\Ve have refrained from entering upon a 


discussion of the farm mortgage question, 
not from any want of sympathy with our 
fellow citizens and neighbors who are un- 
fortunately involved, but from the fact that 
we could see no way to aid them by any- 
thing we could say in the present stage of 
the controversy. The matter had assumed 
a position wherein newspaper articles could 
do little good and where oue not " posted" 
might be as likely to do .injury as benefit to 
their cause. 
. 
v . 
' 


But we do think it proper to say now, 


that to make that a question in the approach- 
ing judicial election would in our judgment 
be not only unjust but unwise. It would 
appear like vindictiveness, like an attempt 
to punish a judge for an opinion of the 
court in which he ec/ncurred, and might tend 
to alienate from their cause many friends 
who are now devoted to ifc. 


Besides, this farm mortgage question has 


only passed the threshold of the law. Only 
one point, as we understand it, has been 
passed upon, the power of the company to 
make the contract. 
There are many other 


legal questions involved in these eases, not 
yet presented to the court, which the mort- 
gagors will, without doubt, seize upcn as 
the strongholds of their defence. A judge 
who has the courage to decide against them 
upon a point which he deemed untenable 
will firmly adhere to the law and the facts 
which shall be found in their favor in the 
progress of the litigation, (if any further 
there shall be.) 


Besides, an organized, or an apparent 


combination in favor of one man whose 
opinion upon onepoint, already decided, and 
against ^n other whose opinion was adverse, 
while it would not mend the past, would in 
onr judgment be bad policy for the future. 


If the law and the facts are with the 


mortgagors, and they rest the defence of 
their homesteads upon tbelawand the facts 
only, then they are safe, because it is hardly 
possible that these cases, so numerous, so 
important, can pass through all the ordeals 
of litigation, judges, juries and lawyers, and 
the law in the end fail of its object. But if 
the law and the facts are against them, then 
they cannon expect any court to interpose 
for their relief, and must abide the conse- 
quences, or seek other remedies without the 
purview of legal .process. In the latter 
case they will need all the friends they can 
make. 


Bat our experince and observation have 


taught us that enemies are multiplied and 
friends lost whenever specialorganizations, 
formed for peculiar or local purposes, lend 
themselves to political or party interests, 
If they chance to hold the balance of -pow- 
er between contending parties or candidates 
they may succeed for once, but the tones of 
triumph that signalize the joy of the occa- 
sion, are but the knell of future progress. 
The real victors distrust their allies, and 
distrust is incompatible with sympathy or 
friendship, while the vanquished are made 
irreconcilable enemies. 


Again such organizations acting as such 


in. general elections, provoke organized op- 
position to their interests, whatever may be 
the justice of their claims. 
Now unHess 


the law and the facts of their case sustain 
them, the mortgagors must depend .upon 
the general public sentiment to protect 
them in the hour of trial. They have now 
the almost universal sympathy of the peo- 
ple. We can scarcely conceive of a heart 
which does notyearn for some mode of relief, 
some way to escape the terrible inflictions 
which threaten them. That some peaceful 
and honorable remedy will be devised we 
will not permit ourselves to doubt. But we 
do not believe that the reuiedy is to be 
found by the election of a judge or judges 
known ;or supposed to be favorable to a 
single point involved in their case. 


If we know our own heart, it gives no 


pulsation that is not in sympathy with the 
farm mortgagors. We do not believe that 
there is a member of any court, or that 
there could be empanneled a jury a mem- 
ber of which could fail to sympathise with 
them. None but the mercenary, like the 
gold-sweaters and coin-clippers, can repel 
the natural outgushings of the soul in view 
ot the troubles, impending over our friends 
and neighbors. We" sincerely hope that 
they will do nothing 'themselves to turn, or 
even to divide this public sentiment. 


What we have said, has been said in all 


sincerity and kindness — because we believe 
it — because our judgment approves it.

Tile Judicial Eleetlon. 


Next Tuesday, the voters of Wiscon- 


sin v/ill be called upon to choose a judge 
of the supreme court for the term of six 
years. . In _an intelligent community like 
ours, the importance of this office need not 
be urged, or the necessity of a careful and 
discreet selection in the choice between the 
candidates who. by themsslves or their 
friends, are presented for that high position, 
need not be argued. 


In another respect, too, there is little oc- 


casion for much, and, least of all, any acri- 
monious discussion. This feature of the 
canvass is the qualifies! ion's of the candi- 
dates upon whom, the suffrages of the pso- 
ple of this county will be bestowed. — 
These candidates are Judge Cole and Judge 
Knowlton. Judge Cole is generally known 
by his six years' service in the court, and 
known as an able, upright and industrious 
judge : careful in the formation of his opin- 
ions, firm in adhering to his convictions of 
right, and laborious and candid in the ex- 
amination of cases brought before him. 
Judge Knowlton is more generally known 
by a personal acquaintance in the county 
than Ju"dge Cole, atfd 'his professioiinj,. rep,: 
utation is^familiar in every neighborhood! 
We, of course, admit no more than he is 
entitled to when we concede to him natural 
ability and 'legal "acquirements:; but with 
this concession, it is undeniable, that he is 
a man of ektrenie- opinions, 'ao tenacious of 
the wrong) when he has formed a wrong 
opinion, as he is inflexible when he is right. 
His peculiar temperament and cast of mind 
seem to better fit him for an attorney than 
a judge — to argue a case for a client than 
decide it in a court. Strongly, if not im- 
movably, biased in favor of any conclusion 
he may have reached, we believe he would 
fail in giving that candid and impartial in- 
vestigation to a doubtful question on which 
his own opinion may have been formed 
which ;a one of the most essential qualifi- 
cations and duties required in a judge. 


In this estimate of the character of the 


two men, we have unhesitatingly given our 
preference to Judge Cole, and we submit 
them to our readers for such consideration 
as they deem them worthy. 


Political Aspects of tlic Cnuvasi. 


Though it is true that the pending can- 


vass for judge of the supreme court is not, 
by the manner in which the candidates 
have been presented, a strictly party trial, 
y«t it has some very decided political as- 
pects. Mr. Eldredge, as a democratic can- 
didate, has been withdrawn in consequence 
of his refusal to accept a nomination. — 
This withdrawal will throw the mass of the 
dumocratic vote upon Mr. Knowlton, and 
this vote enters largely into the calculations 
of his friends. A very large majority of the 
republican vote of the state will be given to 
Judge Cole. Every indication of public sen- 
timent points to this, and there can be no 
doubt that if a republican state convention 
had made a nominatios, Judge Cole would 
have been the candidate. 


In this condition of things it may be well 


to consider the claims of Judge ICnowlton 
to republican support. A year ago, it is 
well knowi:, he was a candidate in the re- 
publican state convention which nominated 
Judge Sloan: but notwithstanding he was 
then a candidate, and bound by personal 
considerations as well as party usage, to 
abide the result of that convention, he bolt- 
ed Judge Sloan and labored diligently for 
his defeat. His ambition was thwarted, 
and he retaliated upon the republican par- 
ty his personal disappointment. This, it 
seems to us, is a legitimate and weighty 
consideration against him now, and should 
be regarded by those who supported Judge 
Sloan, and who were compelled to submit 
to the mortification of a really democratic 
triumph in the election of Judge Dixon, as 
the election of Judge Knowlton would now 
be claimed to be. 


We are well aware that neither Judge 


Cole nor Judge Knowlton are presented as 
party candidates, and we do not claim for 
Judge Colo the obligations of party usage ; 
but we do urge that the conduct of Judge 
Knowlton in the case cited, should be well 
considered when republicans are asked to 
support him as a member of their party. 
Was he so faithful to his obligations that 
he should be rewarded now by republicans 
who stand by their faith and their candi- 
dates 1 


The effect of allowing- the democratic 


party of the state to even claim a tri- 
umph, whether truly or untruly, is worthy 
of consideration. Judge Cole is bitterly 
assailed as a nulliSer, and his action as a 
member of the supreme court in those cas- 
es which have given the state a distinctive 
republican character, is unsparingly de- 
nounced by the democratic press. The re- 
publican party cannot now afford to give 
anybody an opportunity to proclaim that 
Wisconsin has receded from her fidelity to 
republican principles, and, under the pres- 
sure of secession and threatened war, taken 
the back-track in the direction of doughface 
submission and humiliation. It will not do 
to submit to even the appearance of a de- 
feat in a state which has hitherto been on* 
of the most firm and reliable in a good 
cause. 


It is not a sufficient answer to this to 


say that the election of Judge Knowlton 
would afford no just ground for such a 
claim. The election of Judge Dixon did 
not afford any such just ground, for repub- 
licans supported Judge Dixon as republi- 
cans are supporting Judge Knowlton now ; 
but the claim was made, and it was by no 
means without an effect then that would be 
greatly increased now by the defeat of 


Jndge Cole under any circumstances what- 
ever. 


These considerations we submit to the 


steadfast republicans of Eock county, when 
solicited, as they have been, and will be, to 
vote' for Judge Knowlton ; and, as we have 
said in another article and on another 
point, ask for them the attention to which 
they deem them entitled.

... Editorial Correspondence. 


NEW YORK, March 23, 1861. 


Yesterday the effects of the great equinoc- 


tial snow storm was: very perceptible in the 
streets. Every occupant of house or store 
caused the foot or two of anow to be shov- 
eled from the side walk into the gutter, and 
all the.streets where there are horse rail- 
roads snow plows were turning great fur- 
rows into the gutters also, causing high 
ridges of snow to line the streets; upon 
which many carts and wagons were wrecked 
during-the day. The snow is in a condi- 
tion called " slush ":by "ancient mariners," 
and pedestrianism is disagreeable. 
On 


Broadway especially where so many throng 
the side walks, the semi-fluid mass caused 
all to remember that they stood on slippery 
places, and some who did not take heed 
fell, to the great amusement of the wicked 
who laughed at the misfortunes of others. 
The street crossings were horrible. At these 
points were crowds watching opportunitias 
to dodge omnibuases, carriages and carts, 
and pass to the other side. Getting a sight 
of a probable opening the most desperate 
would dart into the street and make a dan- 
gerous passage among vehicles drawn, ap- 
parently, by distracted horses, driven by 
crazy drivers, amid' the dirty ooze of the 
street. Policemen are stationed at all these 
crossings who pilot ladies and children 
across, and it is a little astonishing to see 
them move deliberately along, amid the up- 
roar and confusion, no coachman or cart- 
man daring to crowd upon them. Broad- 
way is one of the most interesting sights in 
New York, to a stranger, much more so in 
pleasant weather when the fashion of the 
city sweeps its pave with costly robes, but 
not devoid of curious interest when Etorm 
and sleet aud snow vary the scene. 


The lady readers of the Gazette may be 


interested in the fact that the terrible storm 
yesterday did not prevent the milliners from 
bringing out the spring fashions. Bui few 
attended,, but to-day being pleasant these 
temples of taste, which regulate the style of 
dress for the continent, will be thronged.— 
Nothing is so much talked of among the 
feminine world as the new fashions. Will 
they take? Will they be adopted by the 
traders of the ton? Of course they will, 
for all this has been arranged between these 
leaders and the milliners. Like a political 
convention and its nominations, this matter 
has been decided upon by the wire-pullers 
of fashion. 
Be it known, therefore, to the 


ladies of Janesville, that tall and stately 
dames have triumphed over those of a shor- 
ter stature, and that the gored skirt of our 
grand mothers is the style for the season. 
It is said by those who know that this dress 
has from six to seven yards in width around 
the bottom, with a corsage neither too long 
nor too short. For morning dress, the skirt 
arid corsage are cut in one piece with a 
tight or half bishop sleeve. For fear of 
mistake on so important a matter I quote 
the very words of the reporter, of fashions : 


" For dinner dress the corsage is detach- 


ed in front, thus relieving it of its morning 
robe-appearance. The sleeves and skirt 
are richly and elegantly trimmed. From 
three to eight small flounces are worn on 
the bottom of the dress—the corsage very 
high and plain, and sometimes open at the 
throat, surplice fashion.
